Money re ceivert hure for jiassnfjc iiiul freight 
is given in a huiii) sum for stoaiiuTs that 
have outlived their usefiihiews, and an; dear 
at any price. Where, in the iiaiue of coiu- 
luou sense, where is tliL economy if me- 
chanics are driven out of the country; for in 
no branch of mauuf'icture in any "country 
ar'! there no many, classes of mechanics em- 
ployed as in the construction of steamers. 
It may he said wages are too liigh; but the 
fallacy of that will be manifest when it is 
staterl that mechanics in that line, under 
this suicidal policy, are employed very little 
over half time throughout the year. With- 
out making any iuvidiona odmparisons we 
must admit that the U. S. laws, as regards 
the sale of vessels, is far from being recip- 
rocal, and it ought to be our duty als.i Ui 
take care of ourselves. We do not now oc- 
cupy the isolated posilimi liehl liy us live 
years ago, and it remains with our "business 
men to show whellier tliey ari' public 
spirited ennugh In kec]) u"i()ik'y in the 
Country or sull'ei- a relapse. ' I'rov- 
idence helps those who help themselves; 
and as we are to a great extent 
dependent on ouu another hore, I close 
with the wish that this leak may soon be 
stopped.

The Iiitlinii mission Scliools. 

To TUE Editoii. — Would you kindly 
permit a few liiiea in regard to a state- 
ment mado by tho superintendent of In- 
1; dian uH'airs in British Columbia in hiR re- 
:■ port of last year, which may be found in 
J. the Bluo Book, page 11. 

Hu says, in regard to the teachers em- 
ployed in Iiuiiaii schools, many of them 
lack expcrieiico and qualification. This ia 
rather hard on tho teachers, but is the 
superintendent acquainted >rith iithe 
persons^ who teach those schools 7 
.Hub ho BuporinteiidGd their work 1 
Let ua see. Tho lirat school on tho 
list is iS'aas rivur. That school is 
taught by Miss Green, a young lady from 
Eughmd, who was employed in thu capa- 
city of teacher before coining to this coun- 
') tiy, and who can produce her certiBoate to 
' show tliat she is duly qualifietl." The next 
is Port Simpson, taught by Mr. Jennings, 
who liaa had a number of years' expcr 
ionce in important achoola in Ontario. 
Ho wjH Buci'ooflpd laat voar bv Mr .H"?- 
kins, from Evanston University, Illinois. 
; His papers need only a glance to refute 
, any such statement. St. Mary's mission 
l isohool, as also that of Hesquiat, is tiiilght 
by one of tho priests. 

Suitico it is to say that if these -inen: are 
not qualified to teach Indian schools'tliey 
: are not qualified to bo priests. Tho 
school at Metlakahtla was taught by a 
. . highly qualified teacher in tho person of 
,Mr. H. D. Chantrell. Last on ihe-liat 
(Alert Bay) teacher, Rev. A. J. Hall, and 
if that gentleman lacks e.xperionco or qual- 
iticalion I would liko to know how '.the 
Indian 8a[)eriuieiuluiit defines those words. 

There are other schoula. The school 
at Bella Bella has beon supplied with 
qualified teachers over since it was' opened 
.now nearly four years ago; but not (ine 
one cent of grant has as yet been received 
from tho department towards the teachers' 
oalanes. Mrs. Tate, who ia in charge of 
this school, has liad aevon years of expcr- 
ionco in this country beaidea three or four 
years among the Indians of Ontario. 

Besides the scliools at our mission sta- 
tions there tvr« hnth white and native 
teachers sent to the scattered tribes along 
the coast, among tlio islands and on tho 
banks of tho rivers, who ought to be sup- 
ported entirely by the govornmont. If 
the civilization and education of those 
barbarous people means anything to the 
goverument this is little enough to ask; 
but we are told that these men and women 
are not qualified to teach. The fruits of 
thoir labors will show whether they ara 
or not. If they aro not, and the govern- 
ment are desirous of doing anything 
in the way of education for tlie Indiana, 
why do they not send qualified toachort I 
If men or women could be found who 
would go into one of those heathen camps 
and shut themselves out from communica- 
tion with tho outside world, we venture to 
say it would bo only such aa had thoir 
hearts filled with zeal for the salvation of 
those poor, wretched creatures. Anotlier 
glance at tho Blue Book shows us that 
§40,000 was given by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment last year for the Indians in B. 
C. But of this largo auin §1,800 was 
granted to the different achools and about 
go, 000 mere for niedicine.s, impleinoiitH, 
charities, etc. Of course this does not iii- 
olude a large grant made for Indian dances 
to show off their heathenism before tho 
governor-general when visiting B. C. It 
would have been vaatly more creditable 
to have shown him some of tho nice littio 
farms, neat cottages and well clad people 
at some of tho niiasion .itations. 

Wo also notice that each of the local 
agents receives $400 travelling expenses. 
This seems enormous. Why, some of our 
missionaries get very littio over the above- 
named sum to cover botli salary and tra- 
velling expenses, and thoy travel as much 
or more than any of them.

THE CIVIC TAXES. 

Our esteemed coiitumpomry is still un- 
easy on the subject of civic taxation. It 
repeati all its old argumonta, ia still sure 
that personal property should bo tj xed for 
municipal purposes, and declares that 
although it may bo delayed, it ia one of 
those inevitable things that must coino oU'. 
Perhaps tlio editor is getting a little tired 
of beiug taxed for real ostato, and thinks 
it would be a grand thing if a tax on por- 
•onal estate could only bo brought to his 
rescue. Now, if personal estate were not 
taxed at all, there might bs some force in 
his argument; but it is taxed already by 
the provincial govornmont just aa real 
estate is taxed by the municipal govern- 
ment. Tho Standard's article is very 
lengthy and bristles with figures, but it 
contains no' new argument, and little of 
anything that is worth replying to. Tho 
impression it gives is that some realestate 
owhors havo got an axe to grind and that 
they have conceived the brilliant idea of 
getting othur pople to turn the grindstone 
for them. Under tho circumstances this 
looks a- little to thin. An endeavor has 
alteadyibeen raadeto show why real estate 
in' a prosperous city should bear 
tho brunt of taxation for civic 
purposes, especially wiion personal estate 
is already taxed fur another purpose, and 
whether it is for tho bouetit of the city or 
province ia immaterial. As for unimprov- 
ed vacant lots and acres not yielding 
;en6ugh to pay the city taxes Thf. Colonht 
endeavored to take a fair view of tho' ques- 
tion and tried to show why ,a tax on per- 
sonal estate would not be so remarkably 
ofjuitablo as our contemporary iusi3t3,and 
we believe tliat a miijurity of iho citizens 
agree with us. There i3,liowavur, nothing 
to quarrel about; if people are really con- 
vinced that a tax on personal estiite ought 
to bo levied for municipal as well as provin- 
cial purposes they have only to signifiy 
their wish to assist tho impoverished real 
estate owners of tlio city, and thero is no 
doubt every opportunity will bo atl'orded 
them. But our contemporary will have 
to furnish stronger reasons than he has 
yet advanced to convince any one that per- 
sonal property should be taxed twice and 
rottlestata only once in tliis municipality.

Free alike from the extreme 
of heat and coldi we enjoy the advantage 
of a heulth-giving climate, rich and fertile 
country, and scenery unsurpassed by any 
on the contin.ent.

1 expcet that then; is no jiart of Uritish 
Colunibia that shows greater signs of pro- 
gress than this favored locality. A. great 
number of new peojile are making tlu'ir 
homes here. Mr. I'aton, a Scotch gentle- 
man, recently bought out au old settler and, 
I beliovo, intends growing fruit. Ho plant- 
ed a largo number of trees this s])ring which 
all look remarkably thrifty.

Hut the land is 
valuable and anyone with capital to invest, 
who like sport and the best climate in the 
world, could not do better than buy a ploce 
here. Many of the old, non-progressive 
settlers, are to bo bought out comparatively 
cheap.' Thore are farms here that are re- 
alizing from three thousand to lifteeu 
tbousand dollars a year, so of course these 
places are not to be bought for a song.

Tlic Execution of Edivanl 
Lr-iiioii. 

The unfortunate young man Edward 
Lemon paid tlie.iaab,; penalty of the law at 
six o'clock yesterday niurning in the gaol 
yard, where the scaffold had been erected 
tho day before. Father Mandart re- 
•iiained with tlio pri.ioijor all tlifough tho 
preceding night and a death watch was 
maintained by two giiartis. At Jialf-past 
two o'clock in the morning Lemon laid 
down on his bed in the cell ^ and slept 
soundly until about five o'clock when he 
rose and dressed and drank a cup of 
oolleo and ate a. small piece of broad. 
Father .Jonckau having incanwhile reach- 
ed the gaol joined Father Mandart in his 
ministrations. Lemon was very contrite, 
but calm and collected and prayed fre- 
quently. Shortly before six o'clock tho 
roofs of buildiiiga overlooking tho gaol 
yard were black with people; but the only 
persons within tlio enclosure besides tho 
doomed man and the prioata were the 
Sheriff and deputy, head gaolur, stipcrin- 
tcndents of provincial and city police, 
gaol surgeon, moinbeta of the press, and 
police and prison ufhcials, numbering in 
all 26. At precisely nix o'clock the sad 
procession was formed. First came Rov. 
Father Jonckau, thon the condemned 
man, next Rov. Father Mandart and 
finally tlio gaol ollicials. Lemon, whose 
arms were pinitmed, ascended the stairs 
leading to tho scaffold with a linn stop 
and took his 9tar:d directly on the drop. 
Tho hangman, who was niaskud, strapped 
his aublus, and pl.tced the noose about 
his neck. Father Jonckau pressed the 
crucifix to the doomed man's lips and then 
stepjied asido. Lemon laiseil his eyes for 
an iublant and glanced hurriedly towards 
tho bright blue sky above, then lowered 
them to the ground ami ^vatchetl curiously 
for a moment the blanched faces of those 
who were gathered round to see him die. 
It was his last glance on earth, for at this 
instant tho black cap was drawn over his 
eyes, tho signal was given, tlu^ bull wa.s 
drawn and tho wretched man shot 
through the trap as rapidly as a stroke of 
lightning and swayed tt) and fro six feet 
below an iiianiinatu mass t}f clay. His 
neck was broken by tho fall and death was 
instantaneous. After hanging 20 minutes 
Dr. liulmckun pronounced life uxtinat 
and the body was cut down uud in the 
afternoon was buried at Rods Bay Ceme- 
tery. 

iriiioii CI Ilk House. 

The new Union Cliililiouso will be situ- 
ated on tho corner of Courtenay and 
Douglas strei'ta fronting on the latter.

Above this is an ornate friuise. Tho win- 
dows of the seond story are double, cir- 
cular headed except the one in the centre 
which is single. Tho dormer windows 
above are circular headed and tho centre 
portion of tho building below tho roof has 
a handsome cornice. Tho base of the 1st 
story will bo cemented and the building 
will be ornamented witli stringcourses in 
black brick, the red brick of the build- 
ing being pointed in black mortar.

Queen t'luirlnfte Island X!x- 
rations. 



j Yesterday afternoon tliu steamer Otter 

j arrived fro,;; !iia Skideyate, Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, with iiaaaengers and freight. 
The passage from the island to the main- 

:latid was very rough on the return trip; 

'even the cook. himself was placed horsiie 
cuhihat, and if dinner hnd been provided it 
is a question if it could have been per- 
suaded to stay oil tlie table, tir if any one 
could have disposed of it. At tho canner- 
ies the run of salmon had temporarily da- 
creased, and the buaineKs was proceeding 
quietly. Tlie Indians seemed generally 
quiet, even at Metlahkatla. 

Among tho pasaengors on the steamer 
Otter was Mr. Miiynard, photographer, 
who was engaged by the government in 
connection with Mr. Chittenden in the 
exploration of Quoen Charlotte Islands. 
Mr. Maynard brought down a portion of 
iMr. Chittendoii'.s report to the govern- 
iiiuiit,uiid has takun in all some 200 photo- 
graphic views of objects of interest on the 
islands. Exploring is no holiday work 
and the weather hud been very wet. 

IJUHK.N I'llARI.OlTK IHI.ANIIS. 

The land near tho sea is very saiuly, 
and the uiilj- t;hiinco of penetrating the 
interior is to follow the inlets and sail up 
the nuiiierous atreaijia that flow into 
thein. Mr. Maynard often remained 
with the,,.canoe and the Indians, while 
Mr. Chittoi'idoii proceeded along the beach 
until some inlet was rf.achod.

Names or European Nations. 

These aro derived principally from some 
particular cause or object. For iuatanco, 
, Ireland — which Julius Cicsar firat'Cialled 
Hibernia — is a inoditicatiou of Erin^ or 
the country of the West. 

Scotland, from Scotia, a tribe which 
orr^inally came from' Ireland. It was 
aiiciontly called Caledonia, which means 
a tnountainoua country — forests and 
lahds. 

Portugal, tho ancient Luaitania, was so 
named from a town on the river Douro, 
called Dale, opposite to which the inhibit- 
'ants huilt-the city bf Porkd.' * " *" ' 

Spain, the ancient Iberia, from the 
river Iborus, or Hispania, from tho Phoj- 
nician sjjaiiiya, which signifioa aboundi^ig 
with rabbits, which animals aro very num- 
erous in that country, hence the name of 
Spain. 

Franco, from the Franks, a people of 
Geri^aiiy, wtio conquered that country. 
Its ancient name was Celta, Gaul, or Gal- 
lia- Bracchata, the latter signifying strip- 
ped breeches, which were worn by the 
natives. 

Switzerland, the ancient Helvetia, was 
ao named by tho Austrians, who called 
the iuliabitants of the mouutamous coun- 
tries Schweitzers. • 

Italy received its present name from a 
renowned prince called Italua. It was 
called Hespcria from it.s western locality. 

Holland, the ancient JJatavi, a war- 
like people, was so named from the Ger- 
man word )Lohl, the English of which is 
hollow, implying a very low country. 
The inhabitants are called Dutch, from 
the German deutsch or feutach. 

Sweden and Norway were anciently cal- 
led Scandinavia, which tlie mudern anti- 
quarians think means a country the woods 
of which have been burned or destroyod. 
The' appellation Sweden is derived from 
Sictuna, or Snitheod. Tlie native term 
Norway, or the northern way, explains 
itself. 

Prussia, from Peiizzi, a Sclavonic race; 
but some writers auppnae it took its name 
from ..Russia, and the Sclavonic syllable^ 
jfd/ Wiiiofi'iflMW adja(i8nf br ^nfeap.'. i 'i 

Denmark means the marches,territories, 
or boundaries of tho Danes. 

Russia is the ancient .Sarmatia, which 
has been subse(|uently named Muscovy. 
It derived its present naino from Jlusai, a 
Sclavonic tribe who founded the llusaian 
monarchy. The original savage inhabi- 
tants used to paint their bodies in order 
to appear more terrible in battle. They 
generally lived in tho mountains, and 
their churiota were tlieir oidy habitations. 

Turkey took its name from the Turks, 
or Turcomans, which signifies wanderers, 
and origaiilly bulotigod to the Scythians 
or Tartars. It si sometimes called the 
Ottoman Empire, from Othoman, one of 
tliG principal leaders.
